DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record is Lawlor et al, US Patent Number: 5,220,501 . Lawlor et al. shows a method for 
remote delivery of retail banking services. 

2. In regard to claims 1 or 13 , Lawlor et al. taken either individually or in combination with 
other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest: debit a financial instrument associated with an 
account of the payor specified by a user of the payor computing device, wherein the payor 
computing device and the peer to peer server are in communication according to a native format 
of the peer to peer server; select the automated teller machine control server native format from a 
plurality of automated teller machine control server native formats based on the data code, 
wherein each automated teller machine control server native format defines an arrangement of 
data to enable communications between the cash payment server and a predetermined automated 
teller machine control server; translate the payment request into the automated teller machine 
control server native format.
